Under  the  ~1938  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 


1.  The  goals  would  he  established  only  on  farms  in  counties  designated  as 
co.'amercial  potato-producing  counties- 

2.  Uithin  designated  counties,  goaj.s  would  he  established  only  on  fanas  on 
which  there  is  normally  harvested  three  acres  or  more  of  potatoes. 

3.  Uithin  designated  counties,  goals  would  also  be  established  for  otner 
farms  on  which  more  than  three  acres  of  potatoes  are  harvested  on  the  farm  in  1S38. 

4.  The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  would  estimate  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  acres  of  potatoes  which  would  produce,  at  average  yields,  an  adeq’oate 
quantity  of  potatoes  for  consumption  duririg  the  1938  ma.rketirxg  year.  This  would 
include,  (l)  the  norabor  of  acres  of  potatoes  normally  harvested  in  counties  not 
designated  as  commercial  potato-produciCig  counties;  (2)  the  number  of  acres  of 
potatoes  harvested  within  designated  counties  by  producers  harvestinf^;  loss  than 
three  acres  of  potatoes;  and  (3)  the  commercial  potato  acroago  goal. 

5.  Atj.  estimate  would  be  made  of  the  proportion  of  the  commercial  xjota.to 
acreage  goal  for  the  United  States  to  be  allocated  to  each  State  in  which  tnere  a,re 
located  designated  counties.  This  State  goa,l  would  then  bo  allocated  to  the  re¬ 
spective  designated  counties. 


6.  Sta.te  and  county  average  yields  for  commercial  potato  farms  would  be 
established. 


7.  Tlie  county  committee  in  each  designated  county  would  recommend  a  potato 
acreage  goal  and  an  average  per  acre  yield,  of  potatoes  for  each  farm  which  normally 
nlants  three  acres  or  more  of  potatoes  in  the  county.  The  goal  should  be  tne 
average  acreage  of  potatoes  planted  on  the  farm  in  1936  and  1937  adjusted  to 
abnormal  weather  and  other  conditioiis  find  so  that  the  sum  of  all  such  farm  goals 
in  the  county  does  not  exceed  the  commercial  potato  acreage  goal  for  the  county. 

The  average  per  acre  yield  should  be  the  average  per  acre  yield  for  the  faim  in 
1936  and  1937  adjusted  for  abnormal  weather  and  other  conditions  and  so  that  the 
weighted  average  yield  for  all  such  farms  in  the  county  does  not  exceed  the  county 
average  yield. 

8.  The  rates  of  payment  would  be  established  in  a  manner  similar  to  that 
used  in  establishing  rates  for  cotton,  corn,  tobacco,  rice,  peanuts,  and  other 
crops  for  which  special  goals  may  be  set  up. 

9.  A  deduction  would  be  made  from  any  pfy'’m(5nt  othervdse  due  under  the 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program  for  ea,ch  a.cre  or  fraction  thereof  by  which  the 
harvested  a,creage  of  potatoes  in  1938  exceeds  the  goal. 

10.  On  participating  farms  on  which  potatoes  are  groTrri  not  in  designated 
counties  for  which  pota.to  goals  are  established,  a  general  soil-depleting  goal 
will  be  established.  Deductions  will  be  made  if  the  total  acreage  of  depleting 
crops  on  these  farms  exceeds  the  general  soil-depleting  goals  established  for  them.
